Provide Unusual Sight 

The tricky tides of the Bay of 
Fundy present a spectacular “‘dou- 
ble performance” each day. Their 
40-foot ebb and fiow completely 
changes the appearance af the 
sharply indented shore line and 
gives rise to auch oddities as an 
“island” reached by a highway, 
waterfalls which reverse their di- 
rection, and fishing, done not from 
boats, but from ox carts, notes a 
correspondent in the Cleveland 
Plain Dealer. 

Just across the border between 
Maine and.
